Younger said she was a witness at 
the time the ballots were ieft 
unattended She said the ballots were 
left unattended sometime in the after 
noon on the 17th or 18th of April 
Younger stated they were uncovered 
while in the ASI office and while in the 
reproduction room She went on to 
explain she did not see any special 
attempt to secure the ballots as they 
were being taken to the polls

Callenbach 
calls for 
Stable state

Ernest Callenbach, author of 
Ecotopia. spoke about his book and 
discussed the ‘ecologically 
balanced society’ Tuesday in An- 
thropology 108 

Callenbach began by saying that 
he wrote the book in an attempt to 
describe in detail a “new biology - 
conscious philosophy that has been 
evolving.” He wanted to show part of 
the United States which breaks away 
and “takes charge of its owr 
biological destiny and invents a sur- 
vival - oriented ‘stable state’ made of 
living that uses technology instead of 
being used by it.” 

He got the igea for writing the book 
from his experience growing up on a 
farm. All the garbage was buried and 
eventuaily the land was supplied with 
essential fertilizers to grow crops 
Cow manure was also used as a fer- 
tilizer for the land

Similarities 
Surprise 
Goodall

Dr Jane Goodall, speaking to an 
audience of over 900 at UC Davis last 
week. said that the chimpanzees she 
has been observing over the last 18 
years resemble human beings more 
than she had previously believed 

We study chimps because the 
structure of their brains is closer to 
ours, and their behavior greatly 
resembles the behavior of human 
beings 

Goodall, the world’s foremost 
authority on chimpanzee behavior, 
has been studying from 30 to 40 in- 
dividuals, since 1960. Her studies 
have been in the animals’ natural 
habitat in the Gombe Stream National 
Park, Tanzania 

Goodall said in the last four years 
she has made an important discovery 
above chimpanzee behavior in 1974 
the first of a series of brutal attacks by 
males occurred They sometimes 
killed each other 

Each chimpanzee has a place in 
the heirarchy. The chimpanzee com- 
munities are dominated by males 
Aithough Goodall and her colleagues 
do not know why the savage attacks, 
sometimes lasting 10 to 20 minutes 
occur, they believe neighboring

With the almost definite passing of some type of property tax relief measure 
at our next election, (whether the 60 percent cut from Jarvis - Gann or the 30 
percent cut from Sen Behr's bill), it looks as though citizens may be making up 
for tt with a raise in another type of tax 

There has been a decision to raise sales tax from 6 to 6’. percent The 
measure will probably be placed on the ballot, but only a simple majority will be 
needed to pass it 

What is the purpose of the extra |. percent? Well, apparently the state feels 
the funding !s needed for our Mass transportation system The extra money will 
go to regional transit funding 

If the extra raise in sales tax is not put through. RT will then be forced to raise 
its fares to compensate Regional transit definitely needs the funds so it can 
keep up with the growth of the area and provide improved public transpor 
tation 

Public transportation is important since it saves economically as well as en 
vironmentally Therefore. the funds are going to be put to good use. but why 
cant these funds come from the state's surplus? 

It's true that if we give property tax relief it will deplete some of our present 
tax surplus But with good re - budgeting, RT could be subsidized without a 
sales tax hike 

If the only solution to funding ts to raise a tax, taxes of one type or another 
will be constantly inflating higher and higher There must be an end 
somewhere 

If Jarvis - Gann passes, Gov Brown has already promised no bail - out by the 
state This is the reason tor all the budget cuts being proposed if Proposition 13 
passes. If this happens, it’s almost sure to cause a more severe fund shortage 
that must be made up somehow, probably by an even higher hike in sales and 
other taxes 


The Legislature knew tat some type of property tax relief was demanded 


so they came up with what they consider a fair compromise to Prop. 13, Behr's 
bill (Proposition 8). That ts as far as they are willing to go for tax relief. and by 
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the reactions trom Gov Brown and his c olleaques,. nothing stronger wi!! be 
thcoming 


Granted, with Prop 8 the extra relief needed will not be as high. since the 
is Not as drastic as that of Prop 13 But stil! Californian’s are subject t ther 
raises 

So the next fear is. with the inventory tax abolished anda property tax t 
what other taxes will go up? Besides the strong possibilities of a sales tax hike 


there could be many others waiting in the wings

The motto has characterized the spirit of 
Tau Kappa Epsilon fraternity throughout the years 

Presently TKE seems to be at an unpresidented “high” as far as strength and 
involvement on campus At the same time TKE has found itself in the center of 
some controversy over new rush guidelines endorsed by the Inter Fraternity 
Council 

To start with, there is no other fraternity or campus organization so involved 
in the political and organizational activities of the campus as TKE. Two weeks 
ago, TKE member Peter Young became student body president. Prior to his 
election, Peter had been an active member on a variety of campuswide com- 

uttees. Peter was further the first CSUC student to be on three statewide com- 

mittees 

Another TKE member deeply involved in student government is TKE 
President Craig Jones. After serving in the AS! Senate, and being liaison to the 
shancellor's office for the Student Presidents’ Association, Craig now holds 
the position of legislative advocate for the SPA, usually considered the most in- 
fluential position any student in the 300,000 - student CSUC system can have 

The list goes on. Two Tekes, Ross Dierking and John Dykman (the latter 
also an ASI Senator) are members on the Board of Directors of the Hornet 
Foundation. Robert Moore, ASI elections coordinator, was president of this 
semester's pledge class. Two other members on the Elections Board were TKE 
“little sisters" Colin Walker, along with Peter Young, set up the Model United 
Nations Club this semester, making CSUS part of a national organization 
Colin is now also the chief assistant to President - elect Peter Young. 


Finally, four members of the CSUS debate team are Tekes, as are two 
members of the State Hornet staff, including its news editor. Further, many 
positions on ASI committees are held by Tekes. What does that all mean? A 
conspiracy? Is TKE trying to take over the campus? 

TKE means more than merely partying, drinking and having a good time, 
although we certainly maintain a No. 1 status when it comes to that. On the 
other hand we support and encourage our members to get involved in campus 
activities and leadership. We see this involvement as essential to what we con- 
sider our “First Loyalty,” — Education! 


As said before, some controversy has centered around TKE, regarding its 
opposition to several of the new rush guidelines endorsed by the IFC. 

At this time we feel we are dealing with a professional disagreement, which 
should be discussed within IFC, rather than on the editorial and newspages of 
the State Hornet. We also feei that these professional disagreements should 
never take the course of personal attacks on any fraternity or its members, as 
was evident in the “letter to tt.e editor” by Dave Price in the State Hornet of Apri! 
28. W2 will never engage in such attacks, and we hope no cther fraternity will 
allow its members to do this either. 

Finally a few words about the Hornet article which described how four 
Tekes went down the American River in pursuit of first prize in the (cancelled) 
Greek raft race. 


If any fraternity could have been hurt by the article, it would have been TKE. 
The only ones who expressed their disapproval, however, were members of the 
other fraternities. They contended that the article had destroyed the reputation 
they had tried to build up, although there was nothing in the article other frater- 
nities would never have been part of, as one top IFC leader said. 

We believe that a little humorous self - expresses internal and external 
strength, rather than weakness. Fraternities do party, drink, and have a good 
time. It's part of fraternity life, as is the involvement in campus activities and

Ellis has already qualified for the 
Far Western Conference Cham- 
pionships, May 11-13 in Davis, as has 
Abbott in the high jump. Tevis’ best 
effort in the high jump this year 
earned him a berth to the nationals in 
Macomb. Ili, May 24-27 

While part of the Hornet team 
competes in Fresno, the greater por- 
tion will stay in Sacramento to host 
the third annual CSUS Invitational 
tabbed by Coach Noel Hitchcock as 
the “last opportunity for athletes to 
qualify for the FWC Championships 

Heading a list of Hornet runners 
will be Gary Sutherland in the 1500 - 
meter run, though he has already 
earned his way to the conference 
finals in that event. Other distance 
runners include Jim Howard and 
Bruce Mcinturf in the 10,000 meters 

“I'm resting my distance men,” 
noted Hitchcock By that, he meant 
that Art Baudensdistei, Nick Kantar 
and Mike Van Horn. who have lanes 
waiting for them at the FWC meet, will 
not be running this weekend 

“| don't want to put a hard race on 
them only a week before the FWC 
Championships,” stated Hitchcock 
The main reason other CSUS athletes 
will be competing tomorrow is to 
qualify for the season finale “It's a 
last - shot thing for them,” added Hit- 
chcoock 

Steve Yund will compete in the 
high jump, Chris Baker and Ed 
O'Danoghue in the javelin, and Steve 
isaccson and Mike Spratt in the pole 
vault. Bruce Haley will also compete 
in the discus

But the Spanish 
spirit broke the regime's hold on the 
government two months after his 
death.

Basically, it concerns games and 
countergames predicated on revenge 
and inspired by intellectual madness 
The evil joker is Andrew Wyke, a 
character whose biting humor and 
sarcastic witticisms make Don Ric- 
kles appear sensitive: Wyke, played 
by Eaglet veteran actor, John Z 
Ickes, is an author of detective stories 
and a snobbish eccentric. His house, 
like his mind, ts a labyrinth of games 
designed to chalienge the inferior 
intelligence of others with boggling 
strategies. This preoccupation leads 
Wyke to devise a diabolical game of 
crime to be played for real 

His foil in the drama is Milo Tindle, 
piayed by Stephen Barton. Tindle. an 
Italian - Jewish travel agent, is the 
lover of Wyke's estranged wife 
Because of Wyke’s contempt for Tin- 
die’s position in society and his 
romantic involvement, Tindle 
becomes the perfect dupe and the 
target for Wyke's perverse criminal 
scheme 

Although Sleuth is one of the most 
unique detective mysteries brought 
to the stage, its plot is exhaustive to 
the point of losing its entertainment 
value. Shaffer's use of the Wyke - Tin- 
die odd couple is overdone and thus 
weakens the potential of the play. An 
evening with Wyke is as pleasant as 
being locked in a closet with a fien- 
dish Howard Coseli, and Tindel’s 
character metamorphosis was as 
believable as Clark Kent's. It is said 
that there is a difference between 
writing and reality and perhaps that 
is Sleuth’s probiern in a nutshell. The 


audience is expected to accept ex- 
tremes in personalities and a pilot that 
hinges on the absurd. 

Above and beyond the inherent 
problems of this play, the Eaglet 
Production of Sleuth was commen- 


dable. Both ickes and Barton perform 
their difficult roles with entertaining 
enthusiasm and professional talent, 
attributes which provide redeeming 
qualities to a detective story that is 
more fatiguing than intriguing

Marilyn French's new novel, The 
Women's Room, is rapidly climbing 
the best - seller list. And, it is no 
wonder 

This book is an irrepressibie story 
about the drab, frustrating and 
hopeless lives of women who began 
their lives as suburban housewives. 
The author follows the characters 
from the ‘50s to the ‘70s, often with

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Another feature of the ° 
conference,’ Austin said, ‘was that 
everyone wore buttons One woman | 
had an entire vest covered with them 
Everyone was of one mind to work for 
the rights of women and to see the 
plan through,” she said 

Austin said “the most outstanding 
women in the United States were 
assembled at this conference. Among 
them were Barbara Jordan, Billy Jean 
King. Bella Abzug, and Coretta King 

An expected clash with the anti - 
ERA group never materialized Austin 
said that the media was expecting the 
two polarized forces to come into 
open conflict because the anti 
feminists heid their conference in the 
Houston Astrodome atthe same time 
as the National Women’s Conference 
However neither group interfered 
with the other during their respective 
conferences 

Barbara Ward, Director of the Sac- 
ramento Women's Center and a 
delegate to the convention, offered a 
third - world view. When she saw that 
only one amendment dealt with 
minority women’s problems she said 
“! was shocked and hurt.” In the end, 
she was giad it turned out this way 
Each of the minority groups present 
wrote their own amendment and the 
result was a “dynamic and beautiful 
paper.” Austin described the moment 
that they were read as ‘more exciting 
than when the Congress passed 
ERA.” 

Ward explained that many 
minority women have reservations 
about joining women's” groups 
because they see them as ‘a white 
middie - class movement 

“Women have to learn to work 
together if we're going to succeed, 
she said 

The 25 amendments passed by the 
convention have been sent to 
President Carter and wil! be reviewed 
by him and his staff before June. They 
include provisions regarding minority 
women, battered women. child 
abuse, sexual preference and others

From page 1 column 3 
not generally aggressive.” 

The aggression may be 
competition for dominance, defense 
of a relative or competition over a 
female 

People throughout the world have 
become familiar with the chimpanzee 
names such as Fifi, Frodo, Satan, Pas- 
sion and recently Melissa, who gave 
birth to twins. “This probably the first 
recorded incident of twins being born 
in the wild,” said Goodall 

The chimpanzees have extremety 
individual qualities and unique per- 
sonalities 

Goodall showed impressive 
movies and slides of the chimpanzees 
in the wild which followed the animals 
from birth to adulthood. The chim- 
panzee mothers, who begin giving 
birth at age 13, do not break physical 
contact with their babies for four 
months. Childhood is an extended 
period, and the toddler chimpanzees 
are very similar in their piay to human 
toddiers. The female offspring stay 
with their mothers and receive first - 
hand training on becoming mothers 
themselves. The males leave their 
mothers at nine to ten years of age 
and travel with other maies. 

The children often return to their 
parents for brief reunions, during 
which they embrace and groom each 
other. Persona! touch is an important 
social trait. 

The results of Goodall’s research 
are fascinating. The chimpanzees 
show uncanny similarities to humans. 

“The main difference between 
chimpanzees and humans,” Goodall 
Said, “is that man has developed the 
power of a spoken language.”

In the time between the end of the 
minstrels named Player and the 
whoever, named Eric Clapton, a halt - 
hour rest period was used to prepare 
the platform for the second group of 
noise - makers. This time was used by 
some patrons to reload with beer and 
hotdog, and also to unload beer and 
hotdog. Others used it just to 
“reload.” 

But in no time the house lights 
dimmed and the crowd roared as Eric 
Clapton took his place on the lighted 
platform. The sound produced was at 
the same horrendous volume. But it 
had a more pleasant air about it, mak- 
ing it more enjoyable for the listener 

In the darkness of the audience, 
embers from all manner of smoking 
devices glowed, from cigarettes to 
pipes (not Dr. Graybo) A girl made 
her way up the stairs in such a fashion 
that it was not hard to see where Zig - 
Zag papers got their name 

For nearly two hours this man with 
the nickname “Slowhand” performed. 
When he finished and left the stage, 
the crowd cried out for more. In a 
symbol of their determination to have 
him back, they held flame over their 
heads, as if they were an angry, torch 
- bearing lynch mob of an age gone 
by. 
Finally, to satisfy the crowd, Ciap- 
ton reappeared to do a couple more 
tunes. Two songs did pacify the 
crowd, the house lights did return, 
arid the patrons made their way home 
as best thev could.
